Report of the Trustees of the 
Ingalls Memorial Library. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY Ist, 1916 


The Trustees of the Ingalls Memorial Library beg leave 
to submit the following report for the year ending December 
- dist, 1915. 

Certain necessary repairs have been made such as painting 
the outside wood work and work on the windows of the east 
side of the building. 

The report of the Librarian shows a healthy condition in 
the circulation of the books. While the use of the Library by 
the people of West Rindge is entirely satisfactory, the problem 
of the distribution of books in the east part of the Town is not 
yet satisfactorily solved; but we hope soon to establish closer 
relations between the East Rindge Library and Ingalls Memorial 
Library. 

A large number of books were added in the autumn, as will 
appear from the report of the Librarian; but your Trustees deem 
it advisable to add a few books at a time, as they appear, and 
to list their names on the bulletin board in the Library, instead 
of adding a large number in the autumn as heretofore. 

In closing we must ask for the annual appropriation of 
three hundred dollars, and the interest of fifty dollars on the 
note of the Town of Rindge for the current expenses of the coming 
year.

FOR THE YEAR 1915. 


About one hundred and eighty volumes were added to our 
library during the year, nearly one-half of which were gifts. 
Thirty-five are juvenile and others are interesting to young 
people. 


A dictionary of music and musiciansin four volumes, has been — 
presented by Miss Guild, a friend of Miss Ware. Other books 


have been given by Mr. E. S. Foster, Mr. E. H. Sharp, Mrs. 
Lowe, Mr. Harris Rice, Miss Eleanor Norcross and Mr. Herbert 
Wallace. The librarian and patrons of the library surely appreci- 
ate the remembrances which our summer friends leave us when 
they go away in the fall. 

We have received reports and pamphlets from the New 
Hampshire State Forester and the Secretary of State and from 
the Department of Agriculture at Washington. 

Miss Ware gave three Audubon Bird Charts which hang 
in the reading room, and, as usual, a nice calendar for the 


book room; also, a collection of moths and insects finely 


mounted by Master Stephen Davol. We have also a collection 
of moths mounted and loaned by Miss Anne ‘Thrasher. 


Miss Annie Hood gave two very large and beautiful star-fish. 


The Youth’s Companion, Modern Priscilla, Outlook, and other 
magazines have been loaned for use in the reading room and for 
circulation. 


The call for books and magazine articles for school use has 
been greater the past year than ever before, and I have been 


able to assist, at least in some small degree, every student who 
has asked for help.

Report of the Superintendent of 


Schools. 


To the School Board of Rindge: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report, the twelfth: 
annual report of the Superintendent of schools in Rindge.

The above table shows the actual number of children be- 
longing to the schools of Rindge at the present time. In addition 
to the above there are a few attending the elementary schools 
of Winchendon and one child remaining at home temporarily on 
account of the lack of transportation due to the fact that she is 
not yet eight years old. ‘These figures indicate a considerable 
growth in school population at’ the centre, with the East and 


West schools remaining about the same. 
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The East Rindge pupils have banked $64.50 the past year 
and $127.09 in all. 


SCHOLASTIC RECORD OF RINDGE PUPILS 


In writing this report to your board, I would like to call 
your attention to the many excellent records that graduates of 
your elementary schools have set up in the higher schools outside 
of Rindge. I could name no less than five of your recent graduates 
whose scholastic ranks are enviable to say the least. While 
marks may not be and probably are not an index to the final success 
-of one’s life, nevertheless they are an indication of scholastic 
prepararedness; and if the Town of Rindge, out of so few entering 
higher institutions, has turned out some who are conspicuously 
‘successful in school work, isn’t it a pretty good indication that 
‘its pupils are receiving a good common school education? 


ENTERING AGE 


Each year a few children get into your schools who are too 
young when they enter. I would recommend that no scholar be 
allowed to enter unless he is six years old on or before January 
fist of the year following his entrance. ‘The entering age of six 
is the one which makes the best showing with respect to children 
making normal progress in school work. According to an in- 
vestigation conducted by the Russell Sage Foundation. (See 
Pamphlet No. 112, reprinted from ‘“‘Education’’). No child, 
in my opinion, should be allowed to enter the first grade except 
at the beginning of the school year without the permission of 
your board. Taking in a beginner in the winter or spring term 
‘is like adding another grade, for the first grades are usually well 
-advanced by that time. 

This matter of finances is such an important one, it seems 
to me that I should give it considerable space in this report 
both to indicate why the cost at present is so high as well as to 
indicate some way or ways by which it may be reduced. In the 
first place, the cost of running schools is high because every thing 
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else is high. ‘Teachers’ salaries, janitors’ salaries, wood, lumber, 


etc., etc., are all 20 to 50% higher than ten years ago. In the 
next place, the running expenses of the schools are large because 
certain duties have been transferred from the hands of the parents. 


to the hands of the school board to be paid for cut of public money 


rather than out of family funds. I refer to such activities as. 
transportation. I am very sure, that Rindge is paying too much. 
for transportation’and I would recommend that the school board. 


be instructed by the townspeople to expend not more than say 
$75.00 to $100.00 per school year per child for transportation.. 
In one case the town is paying at the rate of $135.00 in trans- 
portation alone for one child. If the $75.00 or $1000.00 is. 
not sufficient to carry the child the whole school year, then 
let the parents do the rest at their own expense or let the 
child walk during the early fall and the late spring season. Such 
a vote would be legal and justified, and would considerably re- 
duce expenses. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION 


I would recommend that medical inspection be dropped for 
a time and then added to school activities again. Although 
I feel that it has accomplished a great deal of good in acquainting 
parents with the physical defects of their children and in showing 
the public the number of unvaccinated children. I see no real 
need of having this inspection every year because there are so few 
new pupils with each succeeding year. Eliminating this item 
would result in an economy of about $25.00 a year. 


REPAIRS 


The school buildings have nearly all had some repairs during 


the year. A much needed shed for horses was built at East 
Rindge. ‘The walls of the West Rindge school were plastered — 


and tinted and the Rindge Centre building was extensively 
renovated. A new hardwood floor was laid in the primary room, 


ol 


the woodwork was painted or varnished throughout, the walls. 
painted, the ceiling kalsomined and slate black boards installed 
in the grammar toom. The interior of this building is now a most 
attractive place for children and serves as a better working equip- 
ment for the teachers. | 

A few repairs are still needed in the West Rindge school 
and then the main schools in Rindge will be in excellent condition. 

Specifically there is needed a new floor, the hallway papered 
or plastered and kalsomined and new doors and locks on the 
outside. ‘The panes of glass should be drawn and puttied. If 
possible new desks should be put in. 

The schools of Rindge are in the hands of capable and in- 
spiring teachers and this constitutes the major part of a good 
school system. 

In conclusion I thank you for your kind attitude and careful 
consideration of many vexing and troublesome problems arising 
in school administration.

Report of Supervisor of Music 
and Drawing. 


William L. MacDonald, 
Superintendent of Schools, 
Rindge, N. H. 


I hereby submit my report in music and drawing for the 
year ending February 15, 1916. 

Each room is visited for an hour each week ‘The school is 
divided into two classes in both the drawing and music. Be- 
sides this time each room is supposed to give from twenty to 
thirty minutes daily. 

- Outlines planning the work along technical lines are used, 
the exercises and songs being selected each lesson in addition. 

The teachers and pupils have worked well on the music and 
to those who have known the problems in each school the results are 
pleasing. No two schools are doing exactly the same work. East 
Rindge, upper grades are working in Modern Music Series, 
Third Reader and New Educational Third Reader; Rindge 
Center and West Rindge are using Modern Music Series, Second 


Reader. ‘The lower grades are using rote songs and Eleanor | 


Smith, Primer. The older grades in the primary division are 
working on reading and rhythm. ‘The younger pupils in the 
division do what they can in this part of the work. 

The Center School added to the interest in this department 
by preparing an entertainment the proceeds of which were used 
for purchasing a Victrola. ‘The machine is used carefully, is in 
excellent condition after much use and is enjoyed by all. 

Outlines are provided in Drawing for each month, 
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This year the work consists of crayon, pencil, chalk, char- 
coal and water color work in grades fitted to use these mediums 
applied to the drawing of flowers, fruit and vegetables; design 
work, group drawing, mechanical drawing and perspective. Con- 
struction drawing, cutting and sand table work are other features 
of the work. 

At Christmas articles were made suitable for the season, 
such as, Christmas cards, cornucopias, letter cases, pen trays, 
calendars, etc. 

The older pupils with talent have kept the boards decorated 
with borders, calendars and pictures suited to the month. 

Owing to the fact that all grades or nearly all grades are 
represented in some of the schools it is impossible for the teachers 
to always do the work of the second lesson outlined for the week 
but it is done where time can possibly be found. Where it cannot 
be supervised then the whole period necessary for the accomplish- 
ment of the work, directions are carefully given and the class 
left to do the work without suggestions. 

I wish to thank teachers and pupils for the work done and 
all friends who have in any way contributed to the value of 
and interest in the courses.
